Since then an army of earpentern Ja- 
borers and gardeners have been at 
work. Mr. Tufts has ordered from 
France more than 30,000 shrubs and 
trees, and Will also cultivate extensive 
ly the water oak of Florida 

The scope of the scheme is broad and 
comprehensive. The proposed town Is 
nearly seven miles from a railroad, 
and an electric road will be built to 
it, with cars electrically heated, so as 
to be perfectly comfortable, even for 
invalids, in the coldest weather. Be- 
fore the Ist of December it is hoped 
that the place will be able to accom- 
modate at least 200 or 300 people 

The cottages are all more carefully 
bullt than the best of permanent 
houses of people In that section of the 
south. They are all painted inside and 
out, are provided with open fireplaces 
or stoves, and the rooms will not vary 


much from 12 by 18 feet each. Every 
cottage, and the rooms in 17 sult 
in the apartment houses, will have 


running water and electric lights, and 
every room and every cottage will be 
completely furnished, excepting only 
bed and table linen. The streets of the 
town will be lighted by arc lamps. Th 
suits In the apartment houses will vary 
in slze from two rooms upward, and 
every suit will be provided with the 
necessary means of carrying on Nght 
or full housekeeping, even down to 
the two-room sults. The rental will 
demonstrate whethér or not this en- 
terprise is a money-making scheme. | 

The charges will be from $86 upward 
® year, Including electric light, water 
and furniture. The electric lghting 
Will be continued only for 13 weeks in 
each year, but the occupants of cot- 
tages or sults may remain there for 
the entire year, If they so elect, sup- 
plying thelr own lights, for the same 
rental 

The water of the town ts obtutned 
from tubular wells, located at a dis- 
tance from the town site, and abso- 
lutely protected from contamination. 
The analysis of the water has demon- 
strated beyond question its purity. A 
complete system of drainage hus been 
devised rly every room in every 
house has an open’ fireplace or a stove, 
and some of the houses have bath- 
tubs. A fire engine will be In itown, 
and an abundant supply of water 1s 
assured for every emergency. Mr. 
Tufts will also erect a union chapel; a 
schoolhouse, where a private school 
will maintained for primary and 
normal classes, a casino, where danc- 
ing and other forms of amusement will 
be possible. A reputable physician has 
been éngaged to settle there, and his 
fees will be moderate in keeping with 
the spirit of the enterprise. A charge 
of 31 will be made for professfonat 
calls, and 560 cents will be charged for 
eMce calls. There are also telephone 
connections with outlying towns. 

It is said that it will be perfectly 
feasible for two people, occupying two 
rooms, where they can do their own 
housekeeping, even to the washing, to 
live for about $8 a week. A large hotel 
Will also be erected, where those of

THE POWERS GETTING TIRED OF IT 


Moperted Attempt 
Caar—Heriows Oulbre 
Morecee- General News

Constantinople, Dec, 2-—The Keneral 
situation here has not changed since 
Baturday, but it ja pow apparent that 
& change is about to take place 

The representatives of the powers, 
some of whom have been awaiting in 
structions from their Governments in 
regard to the matter of putting addi 
onal guard boats into the Bonphorus 
now seem to be unanimous in thelr 
insistence upon the issuance of per 
mits for the admission of these boats 
by the Sultan, 

About 7000 Armenian Grecks have 
reached the town of Chekmerziman, 
ten miles from Alexandretta, fleeing 
from the Moslem pursuers, who have 
completely demolished the villages of 
Userll, Adjakii and Karakiimla. The 
horde of marauders in thi vicinity, are 
not molested by the Turkish troops, 
who are encamped hear this place 
They are preparing to attack the Ar 
menian rofugees ut Chekmerziman, 
who offer to surrender if they are pro- 
teoted by the troops, 

The Marpect Massacre. 

London, Dec. 2.—Detalls of the riot- 
ing at Harpoot say that on Nov, 10 
the Kurds made an attack upon the 
Place, but were eawily repulsed, On 
the lth @ party of solidery and lead- 
ing Turks met the Kurds In @ confer- 
ence. during the progress of which a 
bugle was sounded, at which signal 
the soldiers withdrew 

The Kurds thereupon advanced with 
yells. There was no effort on the part 
of the soldiers and Armenians to re- 
alist, and the Turks joined in the kill- 
ing and plundering. The Armenian 
achool was burned, and then began 
the attack upon the Christian quart- 
era, the buildings of which were also 
set on fire. The Christians were with. 
out weapons of any sort and trusted 
entirely to the Government to protect 
them. The Americans remained in 
the giris’ seminary until the building 
was set on fire, and then they appealed 
to the Governor for protection. ‘They 
obtained a guard of soldiers, all but 
twe of whom afterwards deserted 

These two remained and carried out 
the orders insued to them, to fight 
the fires which had been kindled.

A FUBLIC CONSISTORY 
Med Mats Disponted by Pope at the 
Vatiean Yesterday. 

London, Deo, 2.—A_ despateh from 
Rome to The Pall Mall Gazette says 
crowds of people gathered in the Vati- 
can early this morning upon the oc- 
cawion of the holding of the public 
coreistory.

The President points at the condition 
of affairs arising from th Alaskan 
boundary question and from the un- 
satisfactory delimitation of the re- 
spective jurisdictions of the United 
States and Canada and urges that 
these quéstions be wettled by Congress 
so far us possible. 

The President says: “It being appa 
rent that the boundary dispute 
tween Great Britain and the Republic 
of Venesuela, concerning the mits 
of British Guiana, was approaching an 
acute stage, a definite ata of 
the interests and policy of 
ates Qs regards the controversy 
emed to be required both on its own 
account and In view of Its relations 
with the friendly powers dire 
cerned. In July last, therefore, a 
spatch was addressed to our ambaswa- 
dor at London, for communication to 
the British Government, In which the 
attitude of the United States was fully 
and distinctly set forth. The general 
conclusions therein reached and for- 
mulated are jn substance that the 
traditional and established policy of 
this Government Is firmly opposed to 
a forcible increase by any European 
power of {ts territorial possessions on 
thin continent; that this policy Is as 
well founded in principle as it is 
strongly supported by numerous pre- 
cedents; that as a consequence the 
United States is bound to protest 
against the enlargement of the area 
of British Guiana in derogation of 
the rights and against the will of Von- 
exuela; that, considering the  dis- 
parity in strength of Great Britain 
and Venezuela, the territorial dispute 
between them can be reasonably set- 
tled only by friendly and impartial 
arbitration, and that the resort to 
such arbitration should include the 
whole controversy, and is not satisfi- 
ed If one of the powers concerned is 
permitted to draw an arbitrary line 
through the territory in debate and to 
declare that It will submit to arbitra- 
tion only the portion lying on one 
side of it. 

“In view of these conclusions, the 
despatch in question called upon the 
British Government for a definite an- 
swer to the question whether it would 
or would not submit the territorial 
controversy between itself and Vene- 
xuela in its entirety to impartial arbi- 
tration. The answer of the British 
Government has not yet been received, 
but Js expected shortly, when further 
communtcation on the subject will pro- 
bably be made to Congress,” 

After dealing with American forelgn 
relations, the message says: "As we 
turn from a review of our forelgn re- 
lations to the contemplation of our 
national financial situation we are im- 
mediately aware that we approach a 
wubject of domestic concern more Im- 
portant than any other that can en- 
gage our attention, and one at present 
In such a perplexing and delicate pre- 
dicament as to require prompt and 
wise treatment. 

The President reviews the diff t 
financial laws that have been passed 
and exhaustively treats of the present 
monetary conditions, He says; “The 
foregoing statement of events and con- 
ditions develops the fact that after 
Increasing our interest-bearing bonded 
indebtedness more than $162,000,000 to 
| save our gold reserve, we are nearly 
where we started, having now in such 
reserve $79,383,966, as against $65,455,377 
in February, 1894, when the first bonds 
were Issued.” 

Continuing, he says: “I am conyine- 
ed the only thorough and practicable 
remedy for our troubles is found in 
the retirement and cancellation of our 
United States notes, commonly called 
greenbacks,and the outstanding Treas- 
ury notes jasued by the Government, 
in’ payment of silver purchases under 
the act of 1890. 

“t belleve this can be quite readily 
accomplished by the exchange of these 
notes for United States bonds of small 
as well as large denominations, bear- 
ing a low rate of Interest. hey 
should be long-term bonds, thus In- 
creasing thelr desirability as inyvest- 
mints, and because thelr payment 
could be well postponed to a period 
far removed from present finanoint 
burdens and perplexities, when with 
Increased prosperity and resources 
they would be more easily met 

“The currency withdrawn by the re- 
tirement of United States notes and 
treasury notes, amounting to prob- 
ably lesa than $486,000,000, must be 
supplied by such gold as would be 
used on their retirement or by an in-

POINTED COMMENTS. 


London, Dac. 4.—The Dally News, 
commenting on President Cleveland's 
meésrage to Congress, says 

“A worse financial muddle than Mr. 
Cleveland stated it would be diMcult 
to conceive, Such is the result of tam- 
pering with the currency for the sup- 
pored relief of powerful Interests. It 
Is worth the attention of our own cur- 
rency docto: 

‘Lhe Dally News refers to the Vene- 
zuela dispute ax & matter in which the 
United States ig not directly concerned. 
‘The principle of arbitration is Invalu: 
able, but its friends should beware of 
streining it unduly. The comparative 
weakness of Veneauela does not give 
that country exceptional rights. Arbi- 
tration has nothing to do with rela- 
tive strength of the parties. The Pre- 
sident's message Js silent regarding 
the outrage on the *British Guiana 
police. It is neither dignified nor 
pelitic for Washington to take up the 
quarrels of South American communt- 
ties which do not observe the usages 
of civilized nations, The United States 
will find out some day that this sort 
of patronage involves coresponding 
responsibility, and will not like ft at 


all 

The Standard will say: “The main- 
tersnce of friendly relations between 
Great Britain and the United States 
is of such supreme importance that we 
cannot but regret the tone In which 
Prevident Cleveland alluded to the dis- 
Lute with Venezuela. If we may judge 
the tone and substance of the despatch 
addressed to Ambassador Bayard In 
July from the paraphrase communi. 
cated to Congress. we are not in the 
leart surprised that no answer haw yet 
teen received. We undertake to prey 
dict that when the answer reaches the 
White House it will furnish the Prev 
sident with much matter for serious 
reflection. eW have far too much con~ 
ficence in the strength and generosity 
of American character to believe for a 
moment that the President will be aus- 
tnined In his position by the better 
order of trans-Atlantic sentiment.’ 

The Standard disayows any wish to 
treat the meswage with disrespect, but 
suys that the whole passage relative 
o Venezuela is a tissue of unreal a 
sumptions and unsupported deduc- 
tlons. It adds that it Ix obviously for 
the people of the United States to de- 
clde whether at any time they will 
forcibly prevent a European power 
from Increasing itn possessions on the 
American continent, If they wish to 
carry out this view they will do so 
after due calculation of the cost. but

and this means that the handling of 
these Involves mueh more labor reta- 
tively, Again, when the droppings of 
horses and cattle are deposited in the 
pastures they fall In heaps, and do 
not enrich the land as do the drop- 
pings of shéep, 

When sheep are confined the drop- 


| pings may easily be saved and utilized 


in fine form. When the pens and 
yards are kept well littered, as they 
ought to be, the solids and liquids are 
both saved. The tramping of the sheep 
prevents loss from over quick fermen- 
tation of the manure, But ohe danger 
must be carefully guarded against. 
The manure is somewhat lacking In 
moisture, and there Is in consequence 
some danger from fire-fang, more ea- 
pecially with that part of the manure 
which is under cover, Of course fire- 
fang would soon destroy its value. It 
is well, therefore, to draw and apply 
it at Intervals to avoid this danger. 

Nothing has been said about the rich 
character of the sheep manure. It Is & 
fact that it Is rich in all the essen- 
tlal elements of plant food, more 30 
than almost any kind of manure made 
upon the farm. Of course Its richness 
will vary with the kind of food given 
and with the age of the animal, but in 
any case it is rich. 

It has been observed by practical 
men that the keeping of sheep and the 
growing of good crops go together, So 
{nvarlably Is this the rule that it can- 
not be accidental And in. estimating 
the profits from sheep husbandry this 
factor should be taken into account. 
I have met with men who tell me that 
since they have gone into keeping 
sheep they are able to reap 25 pen cent, 
more from their grain felds than their 
neighbors can get who till their lands 
with equal care, 

‘The Shrinkege of Grain, 

The Rural New Yorker contains an 
interesting. account of an experiment 
on a large scale to determine the 
shrinkage in weight of corn in the 
crib, An Illinois grower erected & 
@ouble crib, 26 feet wide, 260 feet long 
and 10 feet high at the eaves, with a 
drive way through the center, Last 
fall, from Oct. 22 to Deo. 17, 16.155 bush- 
els of 70 pounds each were put in the 
crib, All the corn went over platform 
scales at the crib, and w weighed 
with care. Last July it w ken out 
for market, and again welghed on the 
same scales. There was @ total shrink- 
age of 1,259 bushels, or a small frac- 
tion less than seven and three-fourths 
per cent. There is, however, nothing 
decisive in this, It proves that the lot 
of corn did not shrink Jn weight as 
much as is usually allowed for shrink- 
age, but in another year the figures 
may be quite different.

ia little value in figures giving “‘av- 
erage” shrinkage in weight of cribbed 
corn, as the shrinkage Varies greatly 
in different years, Much depends upon 
the season and the condition of the

The city water supply has nothing 
to do with the causation or spread of 
diphtheria, except, possibly, as a con- 
timinated water affects the general 
health of the individual and so lowers 
the resisting power of the system.

dvors and windows that have been 


kept open all summer, and to similar 
chuses that tend to produce a sensitive 
condition of the throat, fayorable to 
the growth of the diphtheria germ. 
There should be added to these causes 
the diminishing hours of sunlight as 
the year wanes, The direct rays of

COUNTRY LIFE. 


| The Proper Conformity of Onr Mode of 
Living to Our Surroundings, 


| Mrs, Meredith of Ind{ana, writing In 
, the Breeders’ Gazette on the proper 
conformity of our mode of lying to 
our surroundings, says: 

| There is inenuture a law of coher- 
} ence and co-ordination which {is in- 
vinelble, and the same principle will 
| eventually dominate ire in the coun- 
try, rendering it as distinctive and de- 


| Hghtful as rational existence ought to | 


| be. There will then be no comparisons 
| porsible between the best city life and 
| the best country Ife, am there are no 
‘ comparisons poselble between fields and 
payements, between trees and splres— 
each admirable in its place, but absurd 
in substitution. 
| ‘There is a Whole volume of possible 
deductions, and yery valuable truth 
embodied In this suggestion, The fatl- 
jure to grasp it is the cause of very 
| much of the restlessness and dissatls~ 
| faction which, there ts no question, 
permeates the agricultural classes, One 
chief trouble, I think, is just in the Jing 
suggested by Mrs, Meredith. Our life 
in the country, too often, is not a nat- 
| ural, healthful development under the 
} conditions which surround us, but ts 
| an abortive attempt to cultivate city 
tastes and city styler, 
| Unless one finds congenial employ- 
| ment In agriculture and stock breed- 
; Ing, and sufficient recreation In books 
and flowers, with occasional social 
gatherings, In other words, if one only 
finds congenial occupation and recrea- 
| ton in a crowd, he or she has no busl- 
ness in the country. There may be, 
and probably there should be, more 
social intercourse among farmers than 
there is; but to make farm life really 
attractive, and what It might be, we 
must be comparatively Independent of 
others, or of nny large circle, and rely 
on what the farm itself may contain. 
1 1 venture to say that no one ever made 
a great success in farming who was 
dependent on social entertainments of 
‘one kind or another for recreation; and 
no one can be, I think, very well sat- 
Isfied with his or her life whose occu- 
pation js not reasonably successful in 
accomplishing the purpose for which 
it is undertaken. 


The Growth of Population. 


It Js doubtful if tho lack of employ- 
ment during the late business depres- 
sion induced many men and women 
to leave for the west. This has prob- 
ably to be attributed to the depression 
in agriculture, The cultivation of the 
soll in its more productive regions has 
got largely into a few hands, and the 
young man, whom Horace Greeley so 
sturdily advised to go west, has not 
the opportunities to make a living on 
his own account that he once had 
there. He may wring his sustenance 
from the soll, but in the market for 
the sale of his products he is at a dis 
advantage, The growth of the nearer 
Western state is far from being at 
the earlier ratio, unless it be in those 
states which engage in manufactur- 
ing. Towa has just taken a censuy, 
ond reports that her increase in pop- 
wation during the last five years is 
but 6 per cent,, and the Michigan cen- 
sus also shows but a small increase,

Montreal, Dec. 4.—The annual meet- 
ing of the Eastern Townships Dairy- 
Men's Association commenced at Wat- 
erloo to-day, Prof. Robertson, Dairy 
Commissioner, and Mr. F. C, Shutt, 
chemist at the Experimental Farm, 
Were present.

for the retirement of all greenbacks 
and treasury notes so far ax the Goy- 
ernment Ix concerned without cest and 
without contracting the currency This 
object will be accomaqlished under the 
bill by having national banks turn into 
the treasury all greenbacks and trena- 
ury notes. For the notes turned tn, 
double of their amount fn currency 
Promissory notes are to be issued to 
the banks for cireulation, The Govern- 
ment Is to guarantee the final pay- 
ment of the one-half of these notes 
which the bank originally pald in, and 
which are to be known as “Green- 
backs," 

Mr, Mills (D., Tex.) Introduced a 
bill In the Senate to-day providing for 
the colnage of the sllver bullion now in 
the Treasury. This coinage Is to be 
in the shape of half dollars, quarter 
dollars and dimes and in such pro- 
portion as the Secretary of the Trens- 
ury may direct and to pay out such 
coins in the current expenditures of 
the Government, 

Whenever the revenues of the Goy- 
ernment are insufficient to meet the 
current expenditures the Secretary in 
directed and required to Issue non-in- 
terest bearing legal tender Treasury 
notes In amounts sufficient to cover 
the deficiency and pay out the same 
in the current expenditures of the 
Government; when these notes #0 {s- 
sued shall be restored to the Treasury 
in payment of Government dues they 
are to be cancelled and destroyed.

present ratio or such ratio as may be 
provided by law. All laws which au- 
thorize the sale of interest-bearing 
bonds of the Government for any pur- 
pose bre repealed by the last section 
of this act.

THE LATE REV. T. CULLEN 


A ShortiSketch of Mis Life-A Sad Death 


London, Dec, 6.—Rev. Thos, Cullen, 
pastor of the Askin street Methodist 
church, died at his residence in South 
London at 7 o'clock this evening, 

Mr, Cullon was first taken ill with typ- 

hoid fever about two months ago, and a 
complication of diseases set in, which 
gradually, weakened his constitution. Hope 
ot recovery was not abandoned uatil a few 
hours belore the end came, and thea Mr, 
Cullen was cst notified of the death of his 
daughter Lily, which occurred from typ= 
hoid fever several weeks ago. 
Deceased wis born at Edernoy, Fer- 
managh, Ireland, in 1836, and when ten 
years of age he came to Canada with bis 
parents, settilng at Fiesherton, Oat.

It ts said that Li Hung 
Chang of China hax $50,000,000, but thin 
estimate is largely problematical, Re- 
cent estimates-of the wealth of Barney 
Barnato, who fs manipulating the Kaf- 
fir craze in London, have placed it as} 
high as $500,000,000. Other estimates 
haye placed it as low as $25,000,000, Con- 
servative English papers say that he 
ts actually worth $75,000,000, with the 
possibility of the bulk of it fading 
away at any Ume.

proach the fortune of Mr. Rockefeller. 

Much has been written recently 
about the fabulous accumulations of 
riches hy indlyidual Americans, but 
when the wealth of the greatest of 
them is compared with the fortunes 
of the ancients the modern iillion- 
alre makes but a paltry showing.

A Whirlwind. 


The American ship Bohemla, Capt, | 
Hogan, which arrived here yesterday .

When the 
ship emerged from the contest with 
the elements her Jibboom, foretopmant 
and main topgallant mast were gone, 
and her main topmasthead and mizzen 
topgallant yard were sprung. All the 
gear went with the masts that were 
carried away. Weston, the sailor who 
wna drowned, went with the jibboom 
when It was carried away. Nothing 
could be done to aave him, as it was 
vory dark and the ship was going nine 
knots.

gently effects. He is impelled by. the 
craze of interference, and reason fs as 
a dumb dog while he careers over the 
ground mounted on the hippogriff of 
an impracticable and a mischievous 
enthusiasm.—From “Cranks and 
Craxes," by Mrs. Lynn Linton, In 
North American Review for Decem- 
ber.

With the modern cold storage,where 
ice In dispensed with, a main requi- 
nite is an approach to perfect insula 
tlon of the walls of the building, The 
refrigerating machine Works at great 
loss if the walls permit the tansfer 
4 heat through them from the out- 
ride, and the same 1s true of the Aoors, 
doors and celling. We have seen ex- 
pensive bulldings that in practice were 
far More expensive to manage than 
cheaply

constructed ones with walle

filled in—with ale 
with coal ashes and 


cinders well packed down, and with 
board walls and roof painted white. 
But with large ta thick brick 


walls with alr s and spaces Milled 
with pitch and coal ashes between the 
inner and outer brick walls, are much 
better, for the reason that they are 
stronger and more durable. But we 
Wish to repeat: The primary and es. 
senUal part of the structure is the 
exclusion of external heat. This may 
be done with alr spaces and paper 
divisions if the walls and roof are 
made thick enough, and these cheaper 
structures will prove more durable 
with the ammonia cooling process 
than with ioe, ax the building can be 
kepx dry. The cooling is done by cir- 
culating very cold salt water in pipes 
somewhat analagous to heating with 
hot water. But the hot water cir- 
culates on the principle of unequal 
heating of the water, while the brine 
must be circulated by forcing with a 
pump, The cold brine in its clroult 
becomes warmér by taking up the heat 


the brine tank, where it Is cooled by 
the ammonia coils when it is again sot 
out, repeating the process until the de- 
nlred temperature Js reached. The 
principles involved are as simple as 
heating by hot water. Yet the dura- 
bility and effectiveness of the plant 
depends on the relative exclusion of 
external heat and the use of first-class 
condensing pump, etc. Those inte: 
ested would do well to consult special- 
ists In this line. 

To show the possibility of {ntroduc- 
ing cool storage plants even In coun- 
try neighborhoods we will add that In 
the south ice Is made by immersing 
cans of water in vats Milled with salt 
water made very cool by the ammonia 
process, which fs sold at a profit at a 
less price than we pay for ice cut in 
the pond holes inQur creek bottoms.

They have no very exalted idea of the 
hospitality of the people of the United 
States and have not much confidence 
jn thelr promises. There is o very 
large trade between Venezuela and 
Great Britain, particularly in hides 
and coffee, and while most of the mer- 
chants you see down there are Ger- 
mans, most of the goods are English, 
‘The fact is that the people of Vene- 
xuela themarelves would pay little at- 
tention to the boundary question were 
it not for the efforts of President Cres- 
po to create spme political advantage 
for himself s of the situation and 
to direct attemion from local dissen- 
sions by intensifying the Importance 
of the International question.

“What about Venezuela's 
powers in case of war ?" 

“phe soldiers are a brave and wiry 
lot of fellows. They would go into a

Though Rossetti had always urged 
him te become a dramatist, he had also 
encouraged him to write novels, advis- 
Ing him to become the novelist of 
Manxland, ‘There is a career there,” 
he used to say, “for nothing is known 
about this land.” The two friends had 
discussed Hall Caine’s’ plot of “The 
Shadow of a Crime,” which Rossettl 
had found “immensely powerful but 
unsympathetic,” and it was with this 
novel that Hall Caine began his career 
as a writer of fiction, He had married 
in the meanwhile, and with forty 
pounds (two hundred dollars) in the 
bank and an assured income of a hun- 
dred (five hundred dollars) a year from 
{he Liverpool Mercury, he went with 
his wife to live in a small house in 
the Isle of Wight, to write his book. 
*T labored over it fearfully,” he says, 
“but not so much as I do now over my 
books. At that time I only wanted 
to write a thrilling tale. Now what 
I want in my novels is a spiritual in- 
tent, a problem of life.”

The opposition to the bond bill, which 
developed with unexpected rapidity 
among the Republicans In the House 


yesterday, an opposition whieh, it is 
claimed, threatened to defeat the pase- 
age of the bill, resulted in ite amend- 


ment by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee this morning, #0 as lo prevent 
the retirement of the legal tender 
notes, The implied retirement of these 
notes In the bill, as originally agreed 
upon, furnished the Inspiration 
much of the hostility to the measure 
among certain of the Republicans who 
belong to “the sound money wing of 
the ty.” The action of the commlt- 
tee to-day nullifies this hostility 

In the House the debate on the Bond 
bill was opened by Mr. Dingley, who 
advocated its passage in @ speech of 
scarcely an hour's duration, He sald 
It# provisions would tend to strengthen 
and protect the gold reserve by mak- 
ing it a fund for the redemption of 
Ereenbacke only, and not @ fund to be 
drawn upon for ourrent expenses. 

The passage of the bill was also ad- 
vocated in the course of the afternoon 
by Mr. Grosvenor (Rep., Ohio), as & pa- 
triotle duty; by Mr. Lacey (Rep. 
Ohio), and Mr, Johnson (Rep., N.D.). 

It was opposed by Mr. Turner (Dem.,

In nolls made up of layers differing 
In physical character, capillurity 1s 
ohecked to greatest extent in layers 
farthest removed from each other in 
physical resemblance, For example, « 
layer of fine olay overlying a bed’ of 
coarse gand Is a greater barrier to the 
movements of water than If these solla 
more nearly resembled eaoh other in 
alze of grain structure. Moreover water

Copiiiarity is also regulated by the 
amcunt of water tn a soll, coasing al- 
together when the water content alnics 
below thirty or fifty per cent., accord- 
ing to the fineness of soil particles, of 
the water required for supersatura- 
tion. When the water content falls be- 
low the above Imit, movement Is oar- 
ried on by a much slower proceas,from. 
the murface of one particle to that of 
another, due to surface attraction, 
Even before the water content of a soil 
Talla below the Umit, when capillarity 
ceases the surface tension retards both 
caplilarity and» percolation, diminish- 
fue, of course, am the soll approaches 
the eaturation point. 

Other things being equal the amount 
of water stored up In soll, after all 
movement ceases, Is greater the finer 
the soll particles and the greater the 
amount of colloid substances present, 
On examining a column of such a soll 
the quantity of water present ts found 
to be greater as the depth increases, 
an’ above a certain height the quan- 
tity of water present remains con- 
stant. The reason ts that above this 
limit water ts held by surface attrac- 
tion of the particles of soll and the 
capiilarity of the very fing interstices, 
while the water flows out of the coars- 
er spaces, Below the limit the quantity 
of water Increases with the depth until 
the point of saturation Ia reached. For 
this reason a distinction is made be- 
tween the minimum water capacity, 
representing the quantity of water 


held by the adhesion and capillaritys

mum water capacity varies greatly. 
and it ls on this account that the 
minimum gvater capacity of a greater 
interest “ty rming a judgment of a 
soll. The aking up of Jarge par- 
ticles with tie roller and the removi 
of stones and other concretions 
creases the minimum water capacity, 
but a rise in temperature, which de- 
creages the viscosity of water, and the 
mechanigal changes caused by freezing 
and thawing lowers this capacity of 
volls for holding a minimum water 
supply. 

Permlabiitty of a soll may be defined 


‘ as that property which prevents super 


paturation. Experiments have shown 
that this property increases with an 
increase in the alze of soll particles 
and a decrease in colloid substances. 
Clay, humus, very fine sand and con- 
cretions formed by precipitation or ad- 
hesion of particles are almost com- 
pletely impervious to water. In stratl- 
fied soils permiability is controlled by 
the layer having the finest particles, 
even when the layer Is thin, 

The Influence of physical structure 
of a soll on evaporation is readily un- 
deretood if the processes taking place 
are closely examined. If the water 
present at the eurface of a wet soll 
passes Into the atmosphere in the form 
»f vapor, the pores near the surface 
are gradually emptied and the water 
in the next layer forced towards the 
tho surface, When this process is 
communicated to the layers farther 
down, an upward movement of water 
by capillarity occurs in the whole 
mass. In consequence of this process 
the quantity of water present In the 
soll diminishes until Capillarity ceases, 
From this point the water lost from 
the surface Is no longer replaced, and 
the only remaining movement Is that 
of wator from particle to particle on 
thelr surfaces, which Is very slow, In 
coureduences the murface of the soil 


‘rls up. The uppermont layer hinders 
ihe direct Influence of the agencies of 
evaporation, espeeclally that of wind. 
Ryo poration therefore, decreases 


rapidity after the upper layers dry up, 
and the resistences Increases ay the 
drying proceeds downwards. 

Krom the above it will be ween that 
evaporation steadily decreases under 
Jong continued dryness, and further, 
that the more eanily the evaporated 
water Ja replaced the more rapid is 
evaporation and the slower a dry lay- 
or is formed, and vice versa, It In 
clone that maturated soils, irrespective 
of thelr mechanical constitution, allow 
approximately equal quantities of 
water to evaporate, and that the rate 
of evpporation, other things being 
equal, rises and falla with the huml- 
dity of the soll, Hence the evapora- 
tive capacity of a soll Is intimately
